I nlih the material for clearing up quite a 
number of geological puzzles, particular- 
y the relations of the ancient fresh water 
lake basins East and West of the Kocky 
Mountains. It haa been found that the 
pliocene basin in Oregon contains a very 
large number of fossil horses, and the min- 
ute vertebrates from the tertiaiy formation 
ot Wyoming are considered of great value 
Professor Marsh has recently appeared be- 
fore the California Academy of Sciences and 
read some interesting papers.

February is onoofllie most critical months 


in respect to stock,as the weather is change- 
able. «nd sudden transit ous from mild 
tyealher, to intense cold, frequently lakea 
place. Stock should be carefully attended 
W ibis month aud not suffered lo fall away. 
Horses and working osen should be kept In 
vrood condition, so that they may be strong 
for Iho Spring work, a few carrots with 
lliuir grain will aid digestion and appetite, 
and improve tbeir coats.
